Remarkable Sunset Display, 


The city was treated last evening to 


a very unusual and beautiful display 
in the heavens at the time of sunset. 
The clouds were heavy in the west as 
the sun sank, but as it went lo^er and 
lower, its rays shining through a rift 
at the horizon lighted the entire mass 
to a brilliant yellow, whose glow filled 
the air with an unusual brightness. 
The shifting1 clouds moving with a 
brisk wind changed continually in form 
and color, first one bank catching the 
brightest rays, and then another. There 
was moisture in the air, although no 
rain fell, and the sun, shining through 
the broadening rift at the horizon, set 
a rainbow in the eastern heavens that 
glowed or faded with, the movement of 
the clouds in the west. 


Contrasted with all this glory were 


the clouds to the south, which, robbed 
of the light of the sun, were dark and 
threatening. Suddenly these were rent 
with a blinding flash of chain lightning, 
the only one that came, followed by a 
slow rumble of heavy thunder. 


The brilliancy of the clouds, instead 


of dying quickly, as is usual in such 
phenomena, faded very slowly, turning 
to a deeper and deeper yellow until they 
were almost orange, while a lower 
strata of cloud, below the path of the 
sun'a rays, passed under the brilliant 
colors, dark green in its contrast, until 
it reached and obscured the rainbow.

SHOES CAME BACK. 


In view of the possibility of a rnp- 


tnre between Great Britain and the 
Transvaal the war department intelli- 
gence bnrean in Washington baa col- 
lected a mass of valuable information 
regarding the armament and equipment 
of the Boer government. According to 
the data at hand, it is learned that the 
Transvaal authorities within the four 
years have equipped the artillery branch 
of the army entirely with Krupp gnns. 
The pieces embrace standard field gnns 
of 3. 95 inch caliber and in addition 
mountain gnns of 3.86 inch caliber and 
bnah guns of 1.46 inch caliber. The 
field guns are mostly of the lighter 
Krupp variety of .28 caliber length. It 
is this type of weapon which the Chil- 
ean army used in the late war in Chile, 
and for rough country work the Kruppa 
declare it to be the best piece of ord- 
nance turned out in Europe, says the 
New York Post. 


The 2. 36 inch mountain gun is capa- 


ble of being transported on the backs of 
three mules — one mule carries the bar- 
rel, a second the carriage and a third 
the wheels and shafts. 
The normal 


weight for each animal amounts to 
about 199 pounds. To this must ba add- 
ed the weight of the saddle and equip- 
ment, making a total of 287 pounds per 
animal 
In the United States 300 


pounds is deemed maximum packweight 
for a strofig innle. The Krupp bush 
gun in the possession cf the Boers con- 
sists of a piece of very light weight and 
one capable of being transported in all 
places, even,, over the most difficult 
ground. This type of gun has been used 
in a number of punitive African ex- 
peditions 


The Boer infantry is now armed with 


the latest type of Mauser rifle, the 
handiwork of < the Loewe works of Ber- 
liri. The cavalry carry German regula- 
tion revolvers' and sabers. According to 
the military attaches' 
reports, the 


Transvaal forces are essentially German 
•in equipment and drill, and the fact is 
also.noted that many commissioned offi- 
cers in the Boer service learned the art 
of warfare in the German army. There 
is-goo.d reason to believe that there are 
even now many German officers with 
the Boer Droops who are simply absent 
from their regiments in Germany on 
leave. The. fact that the German gov- 
ernment permitted openly German offi- 
cers to take service with the Turks in 
the war between Turkey and Greece 
lends additional confirmation to the re- 
port. 


In the opinion of many well posted 


American officers the Boers are in far 
better shape today for war than is gen- 
erally supposed. A war between the 
Boers and English will mean, it is said 
in official circles in Washington, a 
much stouter affair than Great Britain 
has had to deal with in the last 35 
years. The Boers at the present time 
are in much better shape and are more 
ably officered than they were in the 
last struggle with the English. It is 
estimated by the various reports that 
the Boers are able to put into the field 
25,000 well equipped and well officered 
men. 


Lord Cecil Douglas Compton, a cap- 


tain in the British Lancers, who has 
seen five years' service in South Africa, 
discussed the difficulties of a campaign 
against the Boers in an interview at 
Chicago the other day. He said : 


"There are motives of fair play and 


humanity .which make Great Britain 
exceedingly reluctant to interfere in 
South Africa by force. But It is only 
candid to say that considerations of a 
military character also operate to make 
us chary about 'rushing into a campaign 
which must present the most formid- 
able obstacles and involve questions of 
transport, supply and strategy tha't 
might stagger a military expert. 


"In the first plqc,e, the Boers of the 


Traflsvaal ' are magnificent fighters. 
Their history has proved it, and they 
are fully up to their standard today. 
They are espert marksmen, born rough 
riders, 'such as your cowboys, and their 
courage and tenacity is undeniable. In- 
dividually they are an good military 
stuff a*» the world possesses. They also | 
are thoroughly convinced of the justice 
of their cause, and would die to a man 
at the order of Oom Paul. 


"But aside from their morale and 


their fitness, the Transvaal country is 
one admirably adapted for the purposes 
of defense: • It is inland, with large un- 
inhabited spaces. An army invading it 
must have a distant base, and its sup- 
plies nrarffc be brought up through a 
semitropical -country under the most 
disadvantageous conditions. Cape Town 
is a thousand miles from the Vaal riv- 
er, and if an attack were to be made 
from Natal there would-be mountains 
to work through . and much tropical 
growth. The question of transportation 
would be serious.' We would need thou- 
sands cf mules,' which must be brought 
from South America. The ocean dis- 
tance, .and. the adverse climate woujd 
kill the animals by the hundreds, and 
the actual work would entail even 
greater losses. 


"And 
the Boers are armed to the' 


teeth. The money raised by taxation of; 
the uttlanders has been spent in arms 
and artillery, so that the republic re- 
. peats on a small scale the military campj 
which the continental powers exhibit 
on a large seal*. "

married a native princess, who fa a 
shrewd woman and who rules when he 
is away. The islands over which he 
rules are hia by right of discovery and 
the acquiescence of the native rulers. 
He has held them against the rival 
claims of Spain ai;d Hclbsi O°»r hia 
island he floats the stars and stripes, 
and on his single trading schooner he 
flies the union jack, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


The islands are distant about five 


days by steamer from Manila. The 
principal island of the group is called 
Yap. It is larger than Hongkong island 
and is surrounded by minor islands, 
among which figure Terang, Obi, Fekel 
and Dunij. These four islands, situat- 
ed in Yap harbor, are the alleged prop- 
erty of the copra king: His residence is 
on the first 
> named (commonly known 


among the other traders as the "Hell of 
the Carolines"). It is here his native 
wife rules" supreme during his absence, 
showing her shrewdness, as also her pro- 
verbial animosity for all the other Eu- 
ropean traders or employees of the 
south sea trader. It is on the island of 
Terang that he keeps the mass of his 
barterirg stores, as also the copra (co- 
coanuts from which the oil is to be ex- 
tracted), which he takes to Hongkong 
in his schooner Santa Cruz. 


The island of Dunij was until recent- 


ly in the hands of a German firm doing 
a good business in the copra trade. It 
passed over to his majesty's group some 
two years ago, when Herman Grosser, 
one of the heads of the' home office re- 
ferred to, went to Yap to settle the nec- 
essary transfer papers. The other two 
islands are unimportant. The island of 
St. David is not in this group, but in 
the Pelew islands, more to the south. 
It is to this island that Holland lays 
claim. The copra king has been among 
these islands for 30 years. Both he and 
the native traders desire that the is- 
lands shall be taken possession of by ths 
United States or England.

a torpedo boat of the enemy approached, 
apparently to attack.

Several tugs were 
need to tow the cascoes, and the whole 
fleet was convoyed by the gnnboats La- 
guna de Bay, under Major Grant; the 
Oeste, nnder Lieutenant Webb, and as 
a rearguard the Napindan, commanded 
by Lieutenant Franklin. In addition to 
.these gunboats which were to play such 
a big part in. the taking of Santa Cruz 
there was a brigade of 1,500 soldiers 
under Brigadier General King. These 
were 819 men ,of the Fourth cavalry, 
under Captain Gale; two battalions of 
the Fourteenth under Hasbroucke and 
Patton; one battalion of the Idahos, 
under Majci Lincfc; one battalion of 
the North Dakotas, tinder Major Fraine, 
and two mountain gtos of the Haw- 
thorne battery, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Kehler.

1 of them. A thin skirmish line formed 
quickly and advanced toward where the 
bamboo thicket began. A second line, 


< acting as support, quickly formed and 
followed 150, yards behind, while a 
third line of. reserves brought up the 
rear. The Laguna, on the city front, 
tteamed as close inshore as possible, 
while the Oeste drew in on the west 
side of the point. As the firing line un- 
der Gale advanced there came the sound 
of a Mauser and then of several oth- 
ers. At the first report thePourth cav- 
alrymen dropped to a lying posture, and 
the gunboats began shelling the bam- 
boos and nipa huts. The Mausers were 
now popping continuously, first a vol- 
ley at the/ troops, then a volley at the 
Laguna, and then another at the crouch- 
ing line of brown soldiers. Neither 
were our men quiet. Volley after volley 
were sent into the bamboos and the 
men were advancing in short dashes. 


Insurgent sharpshooters were trying 


to pick off the gunners on'tbeJLaguna, 
for there was a sustained intermittent 
fire directed at, the gnnboat. The Gat- 
lings were going like trip hammers, and 
the heavy reports of the 3 inch guns 
were breaking in at minute intervals. 
On shore there were the popping of 
Mausers, the cracking of the Krags and 
the explosions of shrapnel shells. Tbe 
insurgents couldn't stand such a fire 
forever. The shrapnels bursting over 
them made their trenches untenable, 
and-after half an hour mid flying death 
they began to break. Down along the 
point we could see them passing hur- 
riedly between the trees and evidently 
making for the penitentiary. The Gat- 
lings and heavy guns were then direct- 
ed on that point with deadly accuracy. 
Terror roust: have overtaken the* Fili- 
pinos, for now it became apparent that 
instead of further resistance their ob- 
ject was escape. Again, there were the 
white figures darting distractedly out 
toward the eastern limits of the city, 
where there was hope of escape in the 
cover of the fringe of, trees.

The long line crumbled and was 


How Keitftnrant Proprietors Suffer From 


the Make Up of Menu Cards. 


"If all restaurant proprietors," said 


one of them, who has been well known 
as the owner of a Broadway eating 
place for the last ten years, "could on- 
ly induce their customers to eat less" 
meat tliey not only would make more • 
money, but they would give better sat- 
isfaction all round. In the first place, 
there is little or no money for the res- 
taurant keeper ia selling boiled or roast 
meats. It costs ^op much to handle them 
and requires t&o much, time to prepare 
them and serve them as they should be 
to leave any profit for the man who 
does it. 


"And in tho second place the patrons 


order meats when th% would much 
prefer something else. That is the fault 
of the proprietor. He arranges his menu 
wrong. The small steaks, the chops and 
the cutlets and all the other meats 'to 
order' are placed too conspicuously on 
the bill of fare. A man's eye is bound 
to catch that list first, whether the man 
wants meat or not. Being in a hurry, 
as 99 men out of 100 are in the country, 
he orders the first attractive dish be 
finds, and the result is he gets some- 
thing he does not care particularly 
about and something which the restau- 
rant man does not care particularly 
about selling to him. 


"Last winter the man who runs the 


restaurant in the national house of rep- 
resentatives tried an. experiment which, 
turned out remarkably well. He delib- 
erately set to work to lure his patrons 
away from the "steaks and chops to or- 
der' column, and so instead, of printing 
it in bold black letters in the middle of 
the bill of fare he tucked it away doTvn 
in the lower right hand corner and 
placed at the top of the card a list ot 
the dishes that were most profitable to 
him. They proved not only to be most 
profitable to him, but most satisfactory 
to his customers, and instead of using 
six loins of meat a day, as he had done 
before, he used only one and a half and 
supplied the same number of guests. "— 
New York Press.

TAKE THE SAFE COURSE 


"Whether the president will be enter- 


ftained 'by public money will be de- 
fcided at the adjourned meeting of the 
fcity council tonight. 
Whether the 


president should be entertained by pub- 
lic money has already been decided by 
the people, we believe. And the de- 
fcision of the people is unfavorable to 
knafcin^ such an expenditure from the 
fcity treasury. A large majority of the 
people, we have every reason to be- 
lieve from the numerous, opinions grat- 
liitiousJy given us, would vote down an 
appropriation for this purpose. And 
(this would not mean that there is the 
Slightest opposition to entertaining the 
president. The people are unanimous 
5n favor of spending $400 or a much 
larger sum to properly show the en- 
thusiasm of North Adams, and they 
Stand ready to liberally contribute as 
Individuals to carry out their wishes. 
(Their opposition to the appropriating 
fof money from the public treasury for 
fchis purpose is wholly on the grounds 
fchat it is not right and it is not legal 
to make such an appropriation. 


If the councilmen have made honest 


Inquiry since "Wednesday night, they 
know the truth of what we have said 
here. They know that to table the 
ftrder to appropriate money for Mon- 
iday's event would be action the people 
•would endorse. They know that to 
table It the committees having the 
plans in charge would not be hampered 
Jn the slightest, for the money would 
l)e forthcoming on the announcement 
of the vote. 


We ask the councilmen to give this 


matter their serious consideration. The 
city solicitor has said that it is not 
legal to make the appropriation. The 
people are seriously divided on the wis- 
dwn of making It. It has been impos- 
Bible to get much over a bare quorum 
Bf the council to act on the matter. The 
people stand ready to give the needed 
money, and those who have offered to 
«1V» would much rather give than see 
th« city government take a wrong 
fetep. This Is not idle talk; It Is serious 
fact, and the councilmen should hold 
' (themselves ready to weigh the mat- 
ter without bias or prejudice. We hope 


the councilmen have not decided 


to rush this matter though simply be- 
cause a step in that direction has been 
taken. When wo say "the council- 
men" 
we mean, those who started out 


to secure the appropriation, acting 
more under the influences of sentiment 
than under the control of calm judg- 
ment. 


Let the facts be remembered. The 


city solicitor has riven an Informal 
opinion that the appropriation cannot 
be made legally. The people are far 
from being unanimous In favor of it. 
The city council Is by no means unani- 
mous In favor of it. To vote the ap- 
propriation would be striking down the 
city solicitor, antagonizing a large part 
of the people, and doing all this to 
carry a point for little more than per- 
sonal victory, a point that is full of 
dangerous precedent. 


The safest course is the wisest and 


test. "What may the people expect 
irom thei? representatives in the city 
council? 


The appropriation of {400 cannot be 


passed tonight with less thaa 11 votes, 
& majority of all the members of the 
council. The charter provides for this. 


Something has been said about an ap- 


propriation made when President Mc- 
Kinley last visited this city. The in- 
tent of the council in voting that ap- 
propriation—which the older members 
can testify to—was to build a safe, tem- 
porary bridge over the river near the 
Phoenix mill, to put Main, street in 
condition for the parade and to make 
other such preparations. 
By far the 


larger part of the appropriation was 
spent for these purposes, and if any 
part of it was spent for other purposes 
the city council was not to blame. The 
blame rests on other officials. To the 
best of our recollection the appropria- 
tion was not exhausted. However, the 
main point is that the council voted 
money to he expended in the form of 
public improvements, which it has a 
perfect right to do. The council, then, 
had no intention of voting money to 
be spent for entertainment and lavish 
decorations. It is easy to see the dif- 
ference between the appropriation of a 
year and a half ago and the proposed 
appropriation. 


The actual value of food for nourish- 


ment is not always to be determined 
by the market price. The cheapest 
food is that which supplies the most 
nutriment for the least money. The 
most economical is that which is the 
cheapest and at the same time best 
adapted to the wants of the eater. The 
food that is the finest in appearance 
and flavor.and the highest in price is 
seldom the most economical according 
to this definition. Figures show that a 
quarter of a dollar invested in the sir- 
loin -of beef pays for a meat which yields 
three-eighths of a pound of actually nu- 
tritive material. This would contain 
one-sixth,

of pro- 


tein and one-fifth of a pound of fat, 
and supply 1,120 calories of energy. 
The same amount of money paid for 
oysters bring two ounces of actual 
nutriments, an ounce of protein, and 
230 calories of energy. But m buying 
wheat flour the twenty-five cents pay- 
for six and a quarter pounds of nutri- 
ments, with eight-tenths of a pound 
of protein and 71,755 calories of energy. 
This does not indicate that beefsteak 
should be discarded in favor of wheat 
flour, but it does show that oysters, 
eggs, and other foods of a like na- 
ture are ordinarily more expensive 
foods for the poor man.—E. W Mayo 
in Ainslee's for July. 


•But it must be owned that there is too 


much truth in it. Woman's inhumanity 
to man is a good deal in evidence. The 
late Senator Morton of Indiana, was, it 
will be remembered, an invalid and a 
cripple.

The like of this may very 
often be(seen- Humanity, consideration 
for weakness and helplessness, is the 
root of which chivalry is the fine flower. 
It is- a. startling propostion that maa's 
inhumanity to man is less than wo- 
man'sv but the time seems to give it 
some'hroof. At any rate a man evidently 
disabled would not be allowed to stand 
in, a public conveyance in, which able- 
bodied men were seated, even in the 
most unchlvalrous part of our country, 
which I have given some reasons for 
believing to be the city of New York. 
And, if that be true, it seems that the 
assumption of the right of an able- 
bodied woman to remain seated while 
a disabled man ig standing is an as- 
umption that the claims of chivalry are 
superior to those of humanity. On the 
other hand, it may fairly be said that 
the selfishness of woman with regard 
to the wayfaring man is more thought- 
less and perfunctory than the selfish- 
ness of men with regard to the way- 
faring woman. In this country, at least, 
this latter is In all cases felt to be a 
violation of propriety and decency. The 
native American feels himself 
to, be 


both on his defence, and without de- 
fence, when he is arraigned, for it—

Hera is a private letter, eays the 


Springfield Republican^ written to a 
New England man by a member of Bat- 
tery A, Utah light artillery, United 
States volunteers. It comes from the 
convalescent hospital, Corregidor island, 
Philippine island, under date of April 
9. There is In It a revelation of the 
spirit and quality of the volunteer sold- 
iers of the United States that will 
move every reader. No army in the 
world contains better material than this 
country has sent to fight this war in 
the distant east: Tho letter: 


Dear Ralph: A letter written in such 


kind, generous words as yours, and 
breathing so loyal and earnest a spirit 
would have touched me deeply at any 
time, anywhere; but today with bodily 
weakness, in this far country, with the 
sound of battle hardly yet died away, 
it comes with a peculiar force. You 
have been very gracious, Ralph. 


Through the years you have been 


very mindful of the good vou found in 
others, and in your chanty overlooked 
all else. 
You havp struggled hard 


yourself—I saw the beginning of it in 
the 
days— you have surmoxmt- 


ed much since then and are faithfully 
getting up somewhere near your work, 
yet you pause today to wreathe laurel 
for another. It is your heart-offering, 
and as such I take it, not to myself, or 
any man alone, but as ydur tribute to 
the i\hole 8th army corps—to those 
men who on the Manila roads and in 
the Luzon rice fields fought a desperate 
fight, asking no whys or wherefores; 
who shook out the old flag further 
from home than it had ever been be- 
fore, performing a thankless duty, 
knowing full well tho'reward:— 


The blame of those ye better; 
The hate of those ye guard. 


You say you aie proud of being an) 
American. How well I know your 
patriotism and enthusiasm of old. It 
was not mere soldiery out here; it was 
incarnate Americanism. 


Sweep all these regiments away, and 


at random, blindly, you could have 
gathered the same sort, the sarne 
spirits, in any state in the Union, Not 
picked—common, every-day sort of 
boys, with no particular virtue over 
others. It was simply theirs to have 
a privilege and opportunity that other 
men, 
at home, often by force of cir- 


cumstances, had missed or been denied. 


I would like to draw those men for 


you, not as individual, but as a type, 
a, kind of composite. It would be from. 
my recollection of many regiments as 
I saw them come into action, but I 
have not fittting words. The common 
ideal of a soldier would be destroyed , 
by a mere glimpse of him, as he was: 
A gray slouch hat shading the grimy, 
sweat-streaked 
face,—a dark 
blue 


flannel shirt and web cartridge belt, 
greasy field pants, 
and dirt-brown 


leggms. 


I would draw him when the first 


nervous flush had passed away,—when 
the face grew stoic, rigid and set,— 
when the click-clack of gun-locks be- 
came a clear, steady undertone amid all 
the deeper dm,—when he threw the 
long Springfield up with a grim smile, 
and became indifferent to all things 
save the one thing. 


All hell couldn't conquer him then. I 


mention the infantryman—h.e would, 
perhaps best serve as a type, for, as 
always, he formed the bulk of the 
army; he made up the long, thin skir- 
mish lines that swayed forward, flopped 
and crouched and laid down to escape 
the terrific fire, leaped, rushed, fell, 
leaped 
again, 
forward, 
sometimes 


slowly and doggedly—always surely. 


If, however, my personal experiences 


and the thought of comrades were to 
influence me, I -would more readily se- 
lect an artillery-man for portrayaJ, not 
that he was always nearest at ha,nd, for 
at ihe crisis of the battle of Febraury 5 
infantrymen were lying in the road dust 
at our very gun wheels, but the bat- 
tery boys were the ones I knew the best 
—with shirt sleeves rolled to the elbow 
and skin blackened with powder, look- 
ing1 half fiend and half man. 
Death 


was among them at the start. A man 
calmly hands a shrapned to the gun- 
ner and on the instant falls forward, 
he is rolled over,'a pallor is on the face, 
a blood blotch on the forehead—dead, 
so quickly does the call come' to some. 


A man staggers from the piece, and 


clutches at his breast. "Are you hit, 
John?" "Only a flesh wound," he an- 
swers, and dies after a whole day of 
pain—so do some men suffer. A cannon- 
eer steps aside, unbuttons his shirt, 
sees where a Mauser has mad** a, red 
furrow across the chest, laughs and 
returns to his post—so close does some 
men come and escape 
I have sepn 


many make the last sacrifice and some- 
times, looking down, into a. familiar 
face, for the moment f&lt that glory -was 
a hideous thing, and yrt, Ralph, it is a 
great privilege to have seen men die so. 
The memory of it will make oYie strong- 
er and better. You are, of course, in- 
t-orpstprt m knowing what part of the 
field I was on I served on one of the 
Nordenfplt guns that took the San Juan 
bridge and held open the road to the 
water-works. It was one; of the hell- 
spots 


The First Nebraska infa.ntry support- 


ed us—splendid, resolute fellows they 
•were. Utah and Nebraska went up the 
slope- together, took the Deposits and 
rested that night—the extreme advance. 
On the next afternoon captured the 
pumping station and went into- camp. 
The day after I was one of the many 
victims of sunstroke, and was taken 
back to the division hospital 
Went 


back th> battery, and after three •weeks 
desultory fighting had. a- relapse, was 
again taken back to Manila, and thence 
down here to Corrigedor, where the sea 
breeze and salt air promise to do more 
than medicine. 


It is a pleasant thought that just at 


this time, after an interval of yearsi a 
letter should come from one who knew 
me in student days. You say our ways 
focused once. Yes, and you received 
your best inspiration from that, same 
heroic man who touched my life more 
deeply than any 'Other man has done. 
To have known him at the same time 
and place is to have had considerable 
in common, aside from anything* else 
we experienced together. You have met 
many men since then, somfl 
of 
the 


world's great men perhaps, and yet not 
so great as he was. You say regret- 
fully that you now have nothing in 
common, with me as a soldier. You are 
mistaken. There is no community of 
deed, but certainly community of spirit, 
otherwise you could not have written 
as earnestly ad you have. And In 
many cases the spirit is everything1.

SCHOOLJXHIBITION 


Annual Display of Results of 


Year's Work at St. Jo- 


seph's School, 


SOME EXCELLENT SHOWINGS 


An Interesting Exhibit for Parents and 


Friends Presenting School Meth- 


ods and 
the Accomplish- 


ments of the Year. 


WILLIAMS WON THE THIRD, 


"With the close of the school year, 


vhen the pupils are free from their 
asks for the long vacation, and are nd- 
udged fitted to enter the grade above, 
parents and friends are always inter- 
:sted in knowing what the work of the 
'ear has been that has so fitted them. 
t is for this purpose that school e::- 
hibit;on are intended, and they offei- 
a valuable and interesting opportunity 
o review almost at a glance the work 
if the entire year. 
The public schools have no such ex- 


hibition this year, but St. Joseph's 
school follows its custom, and 
this 


morning the fourth annual exhibition 
was opened. It is located this year in 
he large school hall on the first floor 
of the building instead of in the school 
rooms on the top floor, and is there- 
ore much easier of access. The hall is 
prettily, decoratetj, 
but 
the 
chief 


decoration is in the exhibition itself, for 
modern teaching 
in the 
grammar 


schools include so mpch of illustrating 
:hat the bare showing of the work done 
s in itself the best of ornaments. 
The work this year is arranged 


by grades instead of by subjects, which 
system has some advantages, as, al- 
though it does not allow the visitor to 
follow so closely the development of 
each subject as a whole, it gives a 
better idea of the growth of the pupils 
n their general work, and the gradual 
mprovernent through all branches from 
rade to grade. Although a short visit 


will give the visitor a good idea of the 
:horoughness of the work of 
the 


school, the exhibition will well repay a 
;areful study on the part of the par- j 
ents. 
I 


On the left of the entrance is the first 


Dooth, showing the work of the young- 
est pupils. It is here, perhaps, that the 
visitor is most surprised at the excel- 
ence of the work. To see what is done 
sy youngsters of five and six here pre- 
pares the visitors for the excellence 
shown all through the higher grades. 
Much of the work of this grade is in 
:eaching the children to write, and by 
the time they are through with it they 
can address a letter quite as well as a 
good many oldee people, while the 
postofflce authorities would be delirious 
with delight if all the addresses they 
lave to read averaged as well as these. 
In the primary grade shown here kin- 
dergarten work is done, and the little 
tots have shown considerable appre- 
ciation of the principles of neatness 
and accuracy, as well as very good ar- 
tistic taste in what they have done. 


In the second grade exhibit across 


the hall the same work of writing is 
carried on a step, letters being begun 
and closed. Here is also a series of 
Hiawatha- papers, the children having 
pasted pictures illustrating 
Longfel- 


low's powi, and written the passages 
relating to the pictures. 
They have 


also 
writ-ten 
short, 
two-sentence 


stories of pictures pasted on. 
In 


the third jrrade there is begun more 
serious work- in drawing. 
Map and 


free hand object drawing is begun 
here, and continues with increasing ex- 
cellence through all the grades above. 


Longfellow is the American poet 


whose work is studied here, each room 
(laving for its year's study some Amer- 
ican writer, while the high school 
studies other authors. 


The fourth grade has Whittler for 


its author, and begins the study of 
animals from nature, drawing and 
studying butterflies in tthis grade, 
while the fifth grade tak*es up the 
study of birds and bird life. In the 
fifth grade there is more thorough 
training in map drawing, while all the 
subjects take on a soldier phase in 
these grades. 


In the sixth grade natural history 


papers stand out conspicuously from 
the careful work shown. In this grade 
also there is seen a tendency toward 
the correlation of studies, a method of 
teaching which is becoming more and 
more prominent. The pupils are taught 
to think of their subjects together, and 
not to know for instance that China is 
in Asia under geography and that 
Chinese civilization is very old under 
history, simply because they come un- 
der those branches of instruction, but 
to think of all the things they have 
learned about any one subject in con- 
nection with the subject itself instead 
of in connection with the particular 
branch they learned it under. 


This idea is carried still further in, the 


eighth and ninth grades, Where all the 
work increases rapidly ini excellence. 
Through all the grades the studies not 
spoken of particularly, arithmetic and 
history and the like, are carried and the 
results shown in the exhibition.

duced to the lower grades two years 
ago, has now reached the eighth grade, 
and the pupils from there will carry it 
into the ninth next year, so that all 
the grammar school will have this sys- 
tem.

The work of the high, school occupies 


the entire end of the hall next the stage, 
and is very complete, many papers rep- 
resenting the work In English, history, 
the languages, botany, mathematics, 
etc., being shown. The authors studied 
this year were Shakespeare, Milton and 
Goldsmith, 'and the work done with 
these subjects shows considerable ma- 
turity /of critical judgment. The art 
work of the high school is also notice- 
able not only in the decorated covers of 
some of the papers, but In special draw- 
ing. 
Pieces by Peter Farley, who 


throughout hia course has shown re- 
markable ability and whose work has 
always been a feature of the exhibitions, 
Miss Mary Curran, Miss Mary Canfleld, 
Miss Agnes Fallon and Mite Mary Ryan, 
are conspicuous in the exhibition. 


It should be said that much of this 


work is done by the pupils at home 
from their interest !n it, and does not 
take from the time given to the regular 
studies in school hours. 


The exhibition ia somewhat larger 


than last year's, and the sisters are 
present most of the time to explain the 
work of their grades to the visitors. A 
visit will well repay anyone who 10 at 
all Interested In school work.

BURNS FOUND GUILTY, 


Former 
Adams Man Convicted at 


Northampton Yesterday. 


The case against Robert Burns of 


Adams, charged with assault on Julia 
Brown of Worthington occupied most 
of the time of the superior court in 
Northampton Friday. 
The witnesses 


•were T. J. Curran, chief of police at 
Adams; James Everett, a neighbor of 
the Browns; Charles Squires,, a neigh- 
bor; Edward C. Brown, father of the 
girl; Carrie Brown, sister of Julia; 
Julia Brown, the victim; Robert Burns, 
the defendant, and William H. Roberts 
of "West Cummington. 


The testimony on the part of all but 


the defendent went to show the follow- 
ing: Burns came to work for Mr. 
Everett, the neighbor, about two weeks 
ago. On the 12th of June, in the eve- 
ning, he went to the home of Julia 
Brown and told her that her sister, 
Carrie, was at the Everett house and 
wished to s«e her. In response to this 
message Julia started to walk with 
Burns toward the home of the Everetts. 
When they had gone a short distance 
it is alleged Burns attacked the girl 
and a desperate struggle ensued. The 
girl's father heard the cries and came 
to the rescue. On the approach of Mr. 
Brown, the assailant fled, and, going to 
Mr. Everett's barn, hitched up and 
drove to Adams. 


At Adams he was arrested at 11 


o'clock by Chief Curran, who had been 
notified of the 
affair by telephone. 


There was testimony to show that Miss 
Brown had gone to ride with Burns on 
the. 10th. 
Miss Brown stated 
that 


nothing improper then occurred. 


The defendant testified that he had 


illicit relations then, and at the time of 
the alleged assault,, with her consent. 
The jury returned Tvith. a verdict of 
guilty in an hour after receiving the 
case.

CABINET WILL DECIDE. 


Dreyfus Case Will Not Be 


Left to Parliament, 


Paris, June 24.—The radical socialists 


have deckled to support the t-overnmont, 
provided it defends the republic. When 
this decision was made known, Charles 
Pelletan, deputy for Ais, and a few 
others withdrew from the group. 


The first cabinet council of the new 


ministry was held at the Elysee palace 
last evening:, President Loubet presid- 
ing. 
At this meeting the general lines 


of a declaration to be made by the gov- 
ernment Monday were decided upon. 
A ministerial statement will be drafted 
at a council to be held tomorrow. 


At the instlnce of General de Gallifet, 


minister of war, the council decided 
upon the transfer of a number of su- 
perior officers of the army, for "indulg- 
ing in manifestations unbecoming a sol- 
dier." 


Not for a long period has a French 


ministry been greeted with such signs of 
unanimous hostility. Judging from the 
tone of the papers of all shades, the cab- 
inet can scarcely live a single day; and 
the prediction is more freely made than 
ever that defeat on Monday is inevitable. 


It is rumored that parliament will be 


prorogued within a few days to ena-ble 
the government to carry out its program 
unhampered. No doubt the cause of hos- 
tility is the presence of General Gallifet; 
and when the paroxysm of anger ex- 
hausts itself, it is not unlikely that a re- 
vulsion of feeling will occur, and that 
the government will get a good majority 
in the chamber of deputies. 


The actual names of the officers who 


are to be transferred will not be pub- 
licly known until they appear in the Of- 
ficial Journal, but there is good authority 
for the statement that Generals Mercier, 
Gonse and De Pellieux will not be in- 
cluded. 


It is announced that the Dreyfus trial 


•will be absolutely public. Former Presi- 
dent Casimir-Perier, General Mercier, 
who was minister of war when Dreyfus 
was condemned, and many other prom- 
inent men have taken apartments afc 
Rennes. 


The progressive Republicans held f» 


meeting under the presidency of M. 
Meline. Considerable diversity of opin. 
ion was developed. One faction decided 
to oppose the new cabinet, owing to the 
presence of M. Millerand in the ministry. 
The Socialist deputies are also at vari- 
ance regarding the entry of General 
Gallifet into the cabinet, and a portion 
of that party has decided to found a new 
group, to be entitled 
"Revolutionary 


Socialists." 


The Meline meeting appointed a com- 


mittee to confer with the other groups 
hostile to the new cabinet for the pur- 
poses of organizing a combined opposi- 
tion to the government. Notice has al- 
ready been given of a number of inter, 
pellatlons for Monday next. 


The Temps says: The composition of 


the cabinet may appear extraordinary 
in the face of the material tranquility ex- 
isting, but, unhappily, moral tranquility 
does not prevail in the-same degree. The 
cabinet will shortly prorogue parliament 
and take upon itself alone the solution of 
the Dreyfus affair. Within the limits of 
its power the government might do some 
useful work "by defending1 the 
army 


against the imprudent language of its 
representatives ajid against the attacks 
of its enemies by causing respect for the 
magistrates and their decisions, and by 
protecting the Dreyfus court-martial 
against the menaces of some and the 
Catteries of others. 


Sigismund Lacrois: says in the Radi- 


cal that it is a ministry of union and Re- 
publican defense. "General De Gallifet's 
name alone suffices to make the factions 
tremble and the defenders of the staff 
office forgeries scream. The present 
hour is decisive, which fact is known to 
the men President Loubet has Sum- 
moned to power. Let them advance and 
Republican France will follow." 


The Soleil expresses surprise at the 


composition of the cabinet in which 
General Pe Gallifet's presence dims that 
of his colleagues, while the presence of 
M. Millerand simply astounds the Mod- 
erates. It adds: "Wa advance toward 
a storm rather than toward a calm, 
which is the true setting for justice." 


The Figaro describes the new cabinet 


as the "quintessence of concentration," 
and adds: 
It is easy to imagine the 


ministers after a brief discussion mu- 
tually flinging their portfolios at one 
another's heads, but the cabinet will 
not be occupied with a political pro- 
gram, its business being republican de- 
fense, the maintenance of national or- 
der and the re-establishment of moral 
order-

A Compromise Reached. 


Cleveland, June 24.—The strike among 


the employes of the big Consolidated 
street railway is- in a fair way to be 
fettled. On Thursday the officers of the 
Big Consolidated issued an ultimatum 
to the effect that the company was will- 
ing to take back all 'but 100 men, which 
meant that 80 percent of the striking 
employes would be reinstated. In the 
matter of other grievances the company 
made no changes. The strikers refused 
to accept the pVopositlon of the company. 
Yesterday the peace committee of the 
city council called a meeting of the strik- 
ers. The result of the meeting was that 
the strikers agreed to allow the company 
to retain 100 of its present employes and 
put in a clause providing that hereafter 
in case of difficulty between the company 
and the employes the latter should have 
the right to appoint a committee to dis- 
cuss the grievances. This is not con- 
"trary to the Ftand taken by the com- 
pany. The strikers asked primarily for 
the recognition of the union. The coun- 
cil peace committee, however, persuaded 
them that it was to their benefit to sub- 
mit, and t*ey have practically agreed to 
do so. 


After 'he Armour Company. 


Albany, June 24.—A confe-ence was 


held here yesterday to outline a plan 
of action to re-commence suits ag'ai :st 
Armour & Co . to recover about $l,.iOQ,- 
000 penalties for selling oleomargarine 
in this state. 
These cases were sus- 


pended two years ago, the firm agree- 
ing to pay $20.000, and discontinue the 
sale of the imitation of butter in this 
state. 
The compromise was agreed to. 


Governor Black, however, did not ratify 
the agreement, and it has remained in 
an undecided stale since that time. 
Governor Roosevelt ordered that the 
matter be prosecuted, and yesterday's 
conference was held in view of the stand 
taken by him. 


Active War Preparations. 


Bloemfontein, June 24.—The volksraad 


of the Orange Free State has voted 
S9S70 for the increase of artillery, tents 
and other military supplies. A resolu- 
tion was adopted directing the govern- 
ment to adopt the Mauser rifle as the 
national weapon. A proposal to vote 
£22,500 for ammunition and of £39,950 
for other war material was adopted. 
Trade with Cape Town and Johannes- 
burg is at a comparative standstill. The 
Germans who are in sympathy with the 
Transvaal are holding meetings, 
at 


which they adopt resolutions requesting 
Germany to intercede In behalf of Pre- 
toria.

TRADE 
REVIEW. 


Business I* General Above'the Average For 


This Season of the Year. 


Kew York; June 24.—Bradstreet's says: 


Less than the Average effect of approach, 
ing'mid-s>ummer influences is discernible 
In current trade reperts. Prices, too. 
show a strength unusual at this period. 
This is notably manifest in the iron and 
steel industry, where the tendency of 
values Is still upward. An unpreced- 
ented weekly output of coke Is coinci- 
dent with statements that the usual 
summer cutdown in iron, and its allied 
industries will be .ignored. 


Hopes of improvement In the woolen 


goods industry have^materialized in an 
active demand at leading markets for the 
manufactured product, and simultane- 
ously from several markets come re- 
ports of abnormally small stocks of 
llghtweiglu goods in dealers' hands. 
Wool is more active and firmer in sym- 
pathy therewith. A feature is heavy 
sales of high grade domestic' wools to 
foreign buyers. 


Improved crop reports are responsible 


chiefly for lower quotations of products 
declining in price this week. Wheat has 
been affected by glowing reports from 
spring wheat sections, but more especial- 
ly by continued enormous deliveries of 
old crop supplies, pointing to the 1898 
yield having been heavily under-asti- 
mated. At the decline, however., good 
buying on export account has developed. 


Cotton crop prospects have continued 


to improve, and the raw product is lower 
on the week, with a slight shading 
claimed also in print cleths, although 
cotton goods as a whole are in excep- 
tionally strong position. 


The boot and shoe trade Is in good 


position, jobbing demand being active, 
and recent advances are more easily 
realized. 


Specially good reports as to distribu- 


tive trade come from the northwest, 
where wheat crop prospect* are main- 
tained. Favorable weather conditions 
'are a feature, affecting trade at the 
south, though some sections note the 
need of additional moisture. Eastern 
trade reports ar# as a rule encouraging. 
Boston notes increased' firmness in wool 
and heavy sales to foreign buyers. 
Speculation is still a feature, although 
manufacturers l*ave bought more freely. 


Reports from the hay crop of the east- 


ern and middle states are discouraging 
as a yield.

THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


lomething About This Strange and Useful 


' Asiatic Plant. 


breadfruit tree is a native of 


Bouthern Asia, the south' Pacific islands 
and the Indian ' archipelago. In appear- 
ance it resembles somewhat the wild 
chestnut. It grows to the height of 40 
cr 50 feet and has dark greefi leaves, 
many of them two feet in length, which 
are deeply divided into pointed lobes. 


Hidden among thft great leaves the 


breadfruit grows. 
It is a sorosis, is 


nearly (spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds and ha^ a thick, yellow 
rind. This fruit is the chief food of the 
Bouth sea islanders. They seldom eat a 
meal without it. The eatable part lies 
between the rind and the core and 
•when fnlly ripe is yellow and juicy. It 
is better for food before it has matured, 


< and the natives gather it while the 
pulp is white. 


Before it is ready for table use it must 


be roasted, when it looks like wheat 
bread, and is both palatable and nnfcri- 
tious. Usually the fruit is cut into three j 
or four slices and roasted or baked in 
en oven. 


Frequently the people of a village 


join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred breadfruits may be 
iaked at one time. Thus they are all 
(applied with bread without its cost- 
ing any of them much labor. Prepared 
in this way, the bread will keep for 
weeks. 


The -breadfruit is -in season eight 


months of the year. ; When the season 
finally draws, to a close, the last fruits 
are gathered and .made jnfo a sour paste 
called "mahei" This paste will keep 
good for months' and is made into balls, 
wrapped in leaves and baked, just as 
needed. 
- 


Bread is not the only product of the 


breadfruit trea lYom it cement, cloth, 
Under and lumber are also obtained. A 
glutinous, milky juice oozes from the 
trunk- of the tree, which makes an ex- 
^ellejit cement when boiled with cocoa- 
tmt oil From the fibrous inner bark a 
tind of coarse cloth is made, and the 
jig leaves make good towels. The lum- 
ber is used for building houses and 
tnany other purposea Besides all this 
the dried blossoms are used as tinder 
When fires are kindled. — Philadelphia 
tomes.

'" SOUPS FOR HOT AVKATHER. 


(By Christine Terhune Herriek.) 


With the advance of warm weather, 


soup decreases in popularity. As a first 
course It is no longer welcomed with en- 
thusiasm, and is eaten sparingly, If at 
all. 


The housekeeper who watches the ap- 


petites of her family will not be slow to 
recognize the change. Should she be a 
stickler for soup as an inevitable fi$st 
course all the year round, she will have 
to try to reconcile her household to a 
continuation of the dish by offering it to 
them under new forms. 


The heavy meat soups that were popu- 


lar in cold weather may now be omit- 
ted. 
In their place may be served vege- 


table soups, thick or thin, with stock or 
without, and fish soups and bisques that, 
although a trifle heavy, may be so sea- 
soned as to act as a spur to the appe- 
tite. Besides these, there is the gener- 
ally acceptable clam broth, made nour- 
ishing, as well as palatab'le, by the ad- 
dition of beaten egg or whipped cream, 
while, perhaps, best of all for hot days 
is iced bouillon of beef, veal or chicken. 


None of these preparations will make 


the strain upon the gastric powers de- 
manded by ox-tail or mock turtle or 
gravy soups, or by rich broths, for which 
a substantial meat stock is essential. 
Meat stock is rather a mistake in hot 
weather, for more reasons than one. 
The stock cannot be kept over for sev- 
eral days, as in winter. A single night, 
in some states of the weather, is enough 
to hopelessly ruin even fresh stock, 
while that which has been kept over for 
a day or two will sometimes sour if left 
off the ice for an hour. The smell of 
constant cooking is also objectionable In 
the warm days, and the long, slow sim- 
mering soup meat requires is often in- 
convenient, especially when the house- 
keeper wishes to let the fire go down in 
the middle of the day. The cold lunch, 
so often desirable during the heated term 
does away with the necessity of a con- 
tinued fire, but when the stock is only 
half cooked, the range must be kept hot, 
come what may. 


Let it be bome in mind that the stom- 


ach should not be overloaded in hot 
weather, and that it takes le-ss to make a 
burden at this season than when the 
mercury is below forty. An excellent 
plan just now is to dispense with the tu- 
reen and soup-plates, and to serve the 
soup in the individual cups that are 
usually reserved for bouillon. One of 
these, half full, will probably supply all 
the demands of one person's stomach 
for soup. 


CARROT CREAM SOUP. 


Wash and scrape six or eight young: 


carrots, put them over the fire in one pint 
of salted boiling water and cook until 
tender. Turn carrots and water into a 
colander, pulp the carrots and put all 
back in the saucepan. Cook together in 
another saucepan a heaping tablespoon- 
f ul of butter and one of flour, pourjjn this 
a quart of milk and stir until it thickens, 
Put with this the pulped carrot, season 
with salt and pepper and serve. 


A good addition to this soup is half a 


cup of lettuce, boiled five minutes in 
salted water, then thrown for a minute 
into cold water, drained and shredded 
and added to the soup j-ust as it goes into 
the tureen. 
Or the same quality of 


green peas, or of string beans, cut fine, 
may be used. 


The foregoing recipe will serve for 


any cream soup — asparagus, beets, cau- 
liflower, peas, beans, and the like. If one 
wishes to use a white stock, that and the 
milk may be employed in equal parts. 


CREAM OF SPINACH SOUP. 


Boil two quarts of spihach until ten- 


der in salted boiling water, to which has 
been added a tiny pinch of baking soda. 
When tender, drairi the spinach, rub 
through a colander. Have ready a 
quart of milk: thickened with a table- 
spoonful each of butter and flour, stir 
the spinach with this, season and serve. 


CREAM OF ONION SOUP. 


Slice four or five good-sized onions 


and boil until tender. Turn off the water, 
rub the onions through a colander. Add 
them to one quart of hot milk, thick- 
ened with a tablespoonful each of but- 
ter and flour, and pour this upon two 
eggs, beaten light, and put into the tu- 
reen. A tablespoonful of grated cheese 
is a welcome addition. 


CLAM BISQUE. 


Heat to boiling the strained liquor 


from a dozen clams, add to it the clams 
chopped fine and cook slowly 20 minutes. 
Thicken a quart of milk with a table- 
spoonful each of butter and flour, as di- 
rected in first recipe, add the clams, a lit- 
tle white pepper, and salt, if this is need- 
ed, and serve. 
CREAM OF VERMICELLI SOUP. 
Cook one cupful vermicelli for five min- 


utes in boiling water, drain, and throw 
into cold water. Put it in a saucepan 
with a quart of milk and bring to a boil. 
| Beat light the yolks of two eggs, pour 


on them half a pint of boiling cream, add 
the milk and vermicelli, salt and white 
pepper, and two .teaspoonf uls of mush- 
room catsup. Serve at once.

CURRY PUFFS. 


Singe and draw a duck and cut up as 


for fricasse. Cover with boiling water, 
add one-half of a teaspoonful of salt, 
and the liver and gizzard; simmer slow- 
ly until tender, drain, remove the skin 
and bones, and chop the meat and gizzard, 
fine, keer-'ng the liver separate. Rub the 
liver to a smooth paste with one table- 
spoonful of butter, adding to it two level 
tablespoonfuls of curry powder. Sklin 
from the liquid all the fat possible, and 
put one quart of it on the fire with the 
chopped meat. Add two tableapoonfnls 
of finely chopped onion, one-quarter cf 
a nutmeg grated, ami a little salt of 
necessary. When the mixture boils a,dd 
one tabespoonful of chopped parstey 
and the liver mixture. Let it boil up Jor 
a moment, then thicken witi three ta- * 
blespoonfuls ot browned flour rubbed t<| 
a paste with one taJblespoonful butter. 
For the puffs take on« cupful of hot wa- 
ter, one-quarter of a pound of butter, 
and one-half teaspoonful ot salt, pub 
in a saucepan and bring to the boiling 
point; stir In-quickly one and one^balf 
cupfula sifted1 flour, and continue to stiti j 
until the mixture leaves the sides of tha 
pan. Then take from the fire, cover anti 
set aside until lukewarm. Drop Into It 
one unbeaten egg and gradually mix It 
in; as the paste is very sllft* it will re- 
quire considerable beating. When thor- , 
oughly mixed drop in another egg, then ai ' 
third, -aaiid so on until five have been 
used and the paste is the consistency, 
o£ a rather stiff batter. If the eggs ara 
small a sixth is sometimes required. L«< 
this mixture stand covered for afc hour? 
•then drop by spoonfuls on. well-greases I 
baking pans, placing them fully two 
inches a/part, and shaping them as well 
as possible. Bake in a moderate oi'ea 
for about forty minutes. When done 
they should feel very light. While still 
hot split near the top, fill with the currj; 
y 
and serve at once. 


SNOW PUDDING. 


Soak one-fourth of a box of gelatine tei 


one-fourth of a cup of cold water twenty 
minutes, then dissolve it in one cup of 
boiling water, add one cup of sugar and 
one-fourth cup of dear lemon Juice. 
When the sugar is dissolved, strain M 
into a large bowl, and while it is .cool- 
ing make custard sauce with the yolks 
of three eggs. Beat the white of the 
three eggs until slightly stiff, and wherj 
the gelatin* is cold and begins to thicls- 
en, heat it until very light and white. 
Then add the white of the eggs and 
beat all together until white like snow. 
When stiff enough to drop, turn it into 
a wet mould and set it away until firm. 
Turn it out and pour the custard sauca 
around it. 


TOMATO JELLY SALAD. 


In a saucepan put one-half a can of 


tomatoes, one bay leaf, four cloves, one 
blade of mace, one-half of a teaspoonful 
of salt, one-quarter of a teaspoonful 
paprika and ten drtops of onion juice. 
Simmer for fifteen minutes and press 
through a fine seive. Add one-third of 
a box of gelatine, which has been soaked 
in one-third of a cupful of cold water, 
and stir until dissolved; add two table- 
spoonfuls of tarragon vinegar, and pour 
into wetted molds. When firm, serve on, 
lettuce leaves and garnish with may- 
onnaise. 


CANARDS AUX NAVETS. 


One pair of ducks, one tablespoonfial 


of flour, one tablespoonful of lard, threat 
large, tender turnips, which must b* 
quartered, then, let cook for 20 minuses, 
then put in the ducks, let them-coolc 
about ten minutes, then add 1% pints 
of boiling water, salt and pepper to taste, 
then set back on the stove and let aim* 
mer for two hours.

"Brigadier-General Leonard Wood ar- 


rived in this city yesterday afternoon 
from Adams, Mass, where he had a 
conference with President McKinley, 
and startedafor Washington early this 
morning. One week from to-day he will 
sail from Boston to Santiago. General 
Wood was seen by a Sun reporter at 
the Cambridge last evening and asked 
for direct answers to the following 
questions: 
1. Are you going to resign your corn- 


mission and the office of military gov- 
ernor of Santiago to go into business? 


2. Has ths g-overnor-generalcy of 


Cuba been offered to you, or have you 
any reason to believe such an offer will 
be made to you? 


To the first question General Wood re- 


plied: 'I will not leave the military 
service of the United States so long 
as my services aie wanted, not for 
$30,000 a year or twice that amount. 
Money is not the 'only thing in this 
world.' 
His reply to the second question was: 


"The governor generalcy of Cuba has 
not been offered to me and no one 
qualified to speak intelligently on such 
a subject has told me anything to lead 
me to suppose that I am to be honored 
with such an appointment. I know ab- 
solutely nothing about it.' 
'Was not the appointment discussed 


by you and the president when you met 
him in Adams?' the reporter asked. 


'The subject was not mentioned," re- 


plied the general. 
'The president, be- 


sides being a •warm personal friend, 
has aways been extremely kind to me, 
and he was good enough to ask me to 
come to see him before I left the coun- 
try.
